CORRESPONDENCE. 


RABBINICAL DIPLOMA. 


Sik,—In spite of your high-pitched jubilation in announcing the “new 
departure " in Anglo-J ewry, whereby, for the first time in its history. two Jewish 
students have received the Diploma of Competence here in England. 
without subjecting themselves to the toilsomeness of journeying to foreign 
Rabbinates, you yet seemed (if I may put it frankly) notaltogether happy. Hard 
though you tried to express unqualified satisfaction at the happy event—as if, 
forsooth, the community had at length wrested a right which 
fully withheld—you were forced to let out your secret sorrow. The cause hinted 
at by you is a public grievance—the source of genuine regret to all who are 
thinking about this matter. Many would fain speak. They deplore in discourse 
with their fellows the apathy of the community on an all-important issue 
affecting the future development of its religious life; and each seems 
waiting for the other to speak, and all are silent. Lest coming 
generations blame us for our indifference, I desire herewith to. emphasise 
your feebly indicated protest against one aspect of the recent procedure. 
whereby (1.) the centre of gravity of Jewish learning in the British Empire 
has been moved from the Jews’ College to the Beth Din—* in its corporate 
capacity, as you well point out—from the Collegiate to the Administrative 
Department of Anglo-Jewish Rabbinism : whereby (ii.) an unnecessary and 
regrettable slight has been passed on the Principal and Staff of Jews’ 
College ; whereby (iii.) the spirit of constitutional hie-oley and right con- 
sideration has suffered. 

The Chief Rabbi has, of course, a perfect right to exereise the prerogative 
too long left in abeyance, of conferring the Rabbinical Diploma: but so far 
as Jews College is concerned. the following facts must not be lost sight of 

In the Jewish Seminaries of Europe the just practice prevails 
for the Principal, agsisted by the Theological teachers. to award 
the crowning distinction to his pupils, for the Master to bestow the 
coveted mark of recognition upon the competent disciple, in aeccord- 
ance with the beautiful ideal underlying Jewish discipleship. For years, the 


present Principal of Jews’ College has been pleading for the due recognition of 
his students,

been wrong- 


One need hardly say that Dr. Friedlinder has not been 
pleading for his own aggrandisement ; and now, when after bitter 
struggle the Diploma has at been 


length gained hy one oft his 
students, the President of the College invites as his co-examiners the 
two. Dayanim, the members of the Beth Din, ignoring the very existence of the 
College he presides over—a collegiate institution which in its present scope 
covers a wider area than pertains to his jurisdiction, as Chief Rabbi of the United 
Congregations of the British Empire. Some two years ago an alliance was 
formed between Jews’ College and the Montefiore College. formerly at Ramsgate 
and to signalise the alliance, the Constitution of J ews’ College was last year revised. 
Ashkenazim and Sephardim, German and Spanish Jews, are actually to be 
educated under the same roof. Can it be that the dozen members of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Congregation on the Council of Jews College have become 
oblivious of the fact that they have not yet given up their autonomy? Surel\ 
they cannot but know that they are retarding rather than helping the rig 


. ht pro- 
ress of the community, if they ignore the great principle involved herein. 
heir students are now to be educated at Jews’ College. What will 

be the issue if these students are forced to betake themselves 


for their final examination to a corporate body which cannot claim their 
allegiance ! Trouble and dissension will be the result. We have had enough of 
italready. A Diploma given in direct connection with Jews’ College. by its honoured 
President, together with the Principal, and other qualified theologians specially 
appointed, is the one and only way of dealing with the problem. so far as the 
present constitution of the College is concerned. I leave out of consideration 
all questions ot courtesy, but I beg leave to ask the Elders of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation honourably to face the issue indicated by me in dealing 


with this aspect of the question. Better the proverbial pride and dignity of 4, 
Spanish Hidalgo, than an amiable non-recognition of the despotism of fact. — 

But even if this alliance between Jews’ College and Montefiore College }y; 
not come about, it was clearly the duty of Jews’ College to insist on 
undoubted right to confer the hall-mark of Jewish learning on its students 
Anglo-Jewry has sore need of an academy of learning, directed—in respect 
its highest function—by itself from within, and not controlled by a body from 
without. I ask the community the question put by me to the Council of 4, 
College, when last year the Constitution was revised, whether our students we». 
to be handed over to the Beth Din ; whether it was to be the Chief Rabbj a 
the Dayanim, or the President of the College and the Principal and othe, 
duly qualified, who were to represent Jewish Academic Learning in Englay¢ 
so far as our only academic institution was concerned. It is an open secret thy: 
in sheer weariness, disheartened by my vain efforts to get the whole matter : 
the Diploma fairly and frankly considered, I regretfully severed my connectio, 
with the Council of the College at the beginning of the present year. 

The first examination has been held, anda student of the College, now, 
thoroughly representative of every section of the community, has been handed 
over to a corporate body representiig but one section of the community. As ; 
Governor of Jews’ College I register my won placet. IT ask—Is not the Princip, 
of the College, Dr. Friedlinder, scholar enough’ Is he not orthodox enough 
Is his character not saintly enough for him to have been allowed “to sit by.” ; 
nothing else. as the official Teacher of the student, and as the Principal of th, 
College’? All of us who are honoured by his friendship. who think we know th 
fulness of his nobility of character, his vast erudition, his true Jewish piety, hiv: 
long regarded him as the glory—the main glory—of the institution confided to his 
fostering care. I draw a picture in my mind of the coming distribution of 
prizes at the College on the 16th of next month—of the vote of thanks passed 
to him and the teaching staff ; I see the proposer and seconder expatiating on his 
many virtues, “that saintly man—that modest scholar—that pious Jew.” Per. 
haps, following your example, they will “congratulate” the Principal-on the 
success of his student in winning the Diploma. I have not consulted Dr 
Friedlinder on the subject—and I know that his modesty may make 
him resent my totally unauthorised references to him—but, instead 
of congratulating him, I offer him my respectful condolement and sympath; 
at the treatment which he must feel keenly, not for his own personal sake 
but on public grounds. Humble. modest, and peace-loving as he is, he know; 
the full import of the discourtesy—unintentional I trow on the part of th 
President—to which the teaching staff of the College has been subjected ; a 
a scholar. he knows its true bearings: as an sochisinied man, he knows that th 
miserable struggles, the heart-burnings, the unhappiness associated with this 
business of the Rabbinical Diploma in England, should not have culminated in 
the procedure chronicled in your issue of the Srd_ inst. 

Why should Anglo-Jews, whe constantly pride themselves on their assimila 
tion of the principles and ideals which have made England, be utterly indifferen: 
to such a turning-point in their institutional life? If they want to build 
(“level up” is your phrase, implying that hitherto there has been “a lev: 
ling down’) an academic institution worthy to take rank among the academ: 
institutions of this freedom-loving England, it can be done; but the 
voverning and directing the spiritual destinies of the future. must throw their 
hearts and souls into the work—earnest councillors gravely deliberating 
conscious of their high responsibilities. 

Let us, then. try to make Jews’ College the very pivot of our communa 
existence, as a religious organisation. Is it nothing to you, fellow Jews 
what kind of men are attracted to the ministry, what recognition is to » 
accorded to the teachers of your children, and of your children’s children! We! 
nigh 150,000 Jews vield allegiance to the English flag: not 15) individuals cares 
guinea a year for the welfare of their only collegiate institution. This apath; 
explains why things are as they are. But even one hundred and fifty enths 
stasts might do much indeed. 
; let them play their parts 
men, and I can prophesy that from the present trouble—pray let not angry passion: 
he aroused—there will emerge a more glorious future for Jews’ College than its pas! 


has been. “ For this 1s not the liberty which wecan hope, that no grievance evet 
should arise in the Commonwealth ; that let no man in the world expect ; but when 
complaints are freely heard. deeply considered, and speedily reformed, then is th 
utmost bound of civil liberty attained that wise men look for.”

Sik.—Permit me to say a word on thissubject. The “ Semicha” (ordination) 
was an ancient institation among our people, and to maintain this institution 
Rabbins exposed themselves to the greatest risks at the time when the Roma 
(;overnment issued the decree that the one who ordains, and those who receives 
ordination, should satter the punishment of death, (Talmud T. Synhedru 
14a.) 

In its scope. as far as the one ordained was concerned. “Semicha”™ ext nded 
only to MD3P ‘32° CLaws of Penalty). as is frequently explained in the Talmue 
and is particularly brought out in the Responsa of R. Levi Ibn Chabib and R 
Jacob Berab. But to decide MDD (civil. matters) and VNO'S Claws 
of mtual) no “ Semicha” or “ Hatarath Horaah ” was ever required. 

The value of the Semicha consisted simply in its being a sort of introduc 
tion to the congregation desirous of appointing a man as their Rabbi or 
Ecclesiastical Chief, for it occasionally happened that a community appointed 
as their Rabbi an unfit person. or one who had bribed them todo so. (Vide 
Talmud Jerushalmi, 
should not receive the respect due to his position.) 

Further, according to Talmud Babli, Synhedrin 5a, a man could be 
appointed as acting Rabbi without having ever receiv ed the Semicha ; the on!) 
point was, that in case of any error of judgment on his part in any case upon 
which he adjudicated, he had to make good the damage which his wrong judg 
ment had entailed upon the party concerned. Thus, the Semicha was 4 safe: 
cuard to protect the ecclesiastical functionary against loss of money. a 

For the purpose of deciding in matters of ritual (M7) VOR), no one in the 
world in ancrent times dreamt of making it imperative for a man to possess the 
Hatarath Horaah, except where a disciple “paskens” (decides) in the presence 
or in the lifetime of his teacher. True,in the time of R. Jehuda Hanassi, 1t ¥2 
sought to make the “Semicha” a necessary qualification for deciding these 
‘points of administration” (cf. Synhedrin 5a). but the attempt did not obtain 
general favour in the Jewry of the day, and consequently did not become law. 

In Talmudic times no one was appointed “ Rav” under the age of 40, unless 
possessed of extraordinary learning, as I have shown in my Hebrew work * Th 
Life of the Jew according to the Talmud,” p. 144. T'his limitation of U 
lalmud has now fallen into desuetude, and the “ Hatarah” is granted even ' 
students below the age of 4. 

We can, consequently, understand how the “ Semicha” has entirely lost the 
original character and value which it had of old, as may further be seen frow 
the Shulchan Aruch (8395 Yore Deah 242 § 22). 7 

Without entering into the large mass of materials on this whole subject, ¥* 
would adduce this conclusion, which may be of interest at the present moment 
viz., that it is ridiculous to think that one who has attained the learning quali: 
fying for a Rabbi (even if he does not actually hold the Diploma) can be 
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vented from exercising ecclesiastical functions, even in a place in which there 
« one who exercises the rights to which his Diploma entitles him. 
And if this be true of the man professing the necessary qualifications with- 
out the Diploma, how much more so is it in the case of a man holding the 
Diploma of Hatarath Horaah from any Rabbi whatsoever, that he is entitled to 
exercise the functions of a Rabbi in any community whatsoever, without the 
special Hatarah of the Rabbi there established as head of the community. This, 
according to the Rabbinic Law, would be the case, for example in England, with 
any ‘ yalified diplomé who desired to exercise the functions of a Rabbi, namely, 
that 4 need not for that purpose receive the special Hatarah from Dr. Adler, 
the Chief Rabbi himself. | 

Another point. The Semicha or Hatarah is given by any Rav without the 
co-operation of the Beth Din. This act is excluded in 1. Synhedrin from those 
«hich require a quorum of three. 

Asa disciple of one of Russia’s greatest Talmudic authorities, R. Joseph

appear as the supporters of a breed of men. who have earned, even though 
some have not deserved, the contempt of their neighbours. And this is the 
more deplorable because the British electorate is determined to tolerate no 
backsliding in the moral conduct of its own publhie men Sneer at this exhibition 
of puritanism or prudery, as many may, to every man filled with a desire to see 
the world progress in morals as well as in knowledge and in intellect, it isa sign. 
fraught with the greatest promise. To the well-being of humanity, by means 
of the promulgation of lofty ideals, both of public and private life, the Jewish 
race is devoted. It behoves that race, therefore, to keep well ahead of even 
its most advanced competitors in the strife to reach vet a higher conception of 
duty towards ourselves and towards our neiethoers. 

The ideals of a people, it is justly held. are the ideals of its declared 
representatives, So long, then. as men of black repute are allowed to he pla eat 
at the head of a synagogue, there is no justification for complaint if the members 
be placed in the same category. he pity is that the contempt which some 
small community earns is not confined to its own locale, but spreads beyond its 
limits to the damage and hurt of its more honourable sisters elsewhere

“POLITICAL ZIONISTS” AND COLONISATION IN PALESTINE. 


Sirn,—As a Sephardi I was glad to read the speech which Mr. Joshua M. 


Levy delivered at the meeting of the Spanish and Portuguese Srnagogue, in 
which he gave a definition of the tactics adopted by the * Political Zionists ” in 
this country. “ It was a strange fact.” said Mr. Levy. “ that the recent utterances 
of Zionists in England appeared to advocate colonisation in the Holy Land and 
nothing more. This is the way in which in this country they are trying to 
obtain support, while abroad the old cries for a Jewish State are kept up and 
colonisation is deprecated. Take the case of the colony of “ Machnayim, 

. which was bought by a Society of Galician Jews, the “ Ahavoth Zion ” of Tarnow. 
Now the Galician Jews are not celebrated for their wealth, and when the Society 
looked to Vienna for advice, and, if necessary, support, they were ordered 
to give up the idea of colonising altogether, and when they refused to commit 
suicide, the most extraordinary means were adopted to crush these poor people 
aod ruin the Society. 

This is the support colonisation gets from the ‘ Great National Movement’ 
in Vienna. There, however, they speak with quite another voice. But it was 
not by advocating colonisation that the Political Zionists in this country infl med 
the minds of our poor brethren, but by dangling the promise of a Jewish State 
and by speaking of sending people to Palestine by hundreds of thousands. 

If, gow, all these have been abandoned, what is the justification for their 
continued agitation ! Everybody is now in favour of assisting Jews to work as 
agriculturists in Palestine. It was different eight or nine ago, when I first joined 
the Chovevi Zion. Then it was considered impossible for Jews to succeed as 
farmers, or Palestine to support them. But now all Jews are proud to point to 
these, our stalwart brethren, who are a credit to us. Mr. Levy is right in saying 
that it is extraordinary that Dr. Gaster did not show the love for Zion which he 
says he has always manifested, until the advent of Dr. Herzl with his fantastic 
proposals. I know, of my own knowledge, that during the years when the 
Chovevi Zion Association was patiently and quietly working, Dr. Gaster was 
repeatedly asked to bear a hand in working out this great problem, and he gave 
no assistance whatever. 

Was it because he was in favour of colonisation that the Haham came down 
to the Conversazione that was held on.the evening preceding the London Con- 
ference in March last year, and, gathering a few young men in an upper room, 
threatened the promoters of the gathering that if Colonel Goldsmid, the Chief, 
took the chair next day the Conference would not be allowed to proceed, and 
this, too, when it was the Chovevi Zion that had convened the meeting, and was 
bearing the expenses’ These gentlemen are now even objecting to be called 
Political Zionists, although that was the title adopted by Dr. Herzl himself. 
But while all this is said here there is no real change whatsoever. 

Here they talk about the national movement, while in Vienna (as witness 
Dr, Herzl's interview with the Russian journalist, M. Brainin). it is a pure 
autocracy that Dr. Herzl seeks to establish. He is the Dictator. and if “he 
were to die he will have left his orders to his successor.’ And then the Bank. 

Dr. Nordau said to the same interviewer, that they would at once proceed to 
buy concessions from the Porte. Why, all their capital will be used up in hack- 
sheesh to the minor officials and expenses before they can get to the proper 
authorities. It is time, Mr. Editor, that an earnest word was said to gentlemen 
like Sir Francia Montefiore and the Haham, who, for some reason or other, sup- 
port this Bank, but, in doing so, forget that they are thereby lending their 
names to lead our poor people to embark their hard-earned savings in an under- 
taking that is net pean to bring disaster on all concerned

OVERCROWDED WHITECHAPEL. 


Sin,—I have just noticed the letter signed Harry 8. Lewis, in your issue of 
March 3rd. Overcrowded Whitechapel, or rather, overcrowded London, is a 
grave question for the thoughtful 

Firstly, it is absolutely necessary for the Government to compel the great 
railway companies to provide a plentiful supply of workmen's trains on both 
their branch and main lines, at a reasonable rate :—say ‘jd. return ticket daily for 
eight miles from London, 4}d. for twelve miles, and 6d, for sixteen miles 
Perhaps a little of my experience may be worth a great deal of theory. I have 
built a number of workmen's cottages at Barking, containing five rooms and a 
nice garden at 7s. 6d. per week. Barking is eight miles from the city: and the 
return fare is 3d. daily. The cottages here are all let before they are finished 
I have built a number of cottages at Romford, also with five rooms and a good 
garden at a rent of 7s. 6d. Romford is twelve miles from London. and the 
workmen's return ticket is 9d. daily. I find I cannot let these latter houses 
to working men because they cannot afford to pay 7s. ‘Od. per week rent. and 
48 6d. for railway fare. (ine of the yreat Causes of the overcrowding of London 
is, that work there is so very plentiful and so veryremunerative. I am interested 
in properties for thirty miles round and about London, and I know that labourers 
are leaving their cottages and giving up working on the land to become helpers 
and labourers in and around the district of London, where work is so abundant 
At the present time, neither public bodies nor private individuals can build 
artisans dwellings or cottage property with advantage. Bricks, cement. and al! 
other materials have greatly advanced in price, as much as 40 per cent, in some 
articles, while skilled and other labour is phenomenally high. For the present 
these conditions will continue, but a time will arrive when building conditions 
will assume a normal state, and then the high prices now paid for rentals by 
artisans can no longer be maintained, It is then that the hard-workin foreign 
Jews who have been induced to put their savings into East End me mE 
property will suffer, as the ground rents, interest on mortgages, taxes and repairs 
will exceed the actual rentals received. 
would strongly advise East End Jews to migrate to Croydon—the condi- 
tions of this town are most favourable, good water supply, gravel soil. high and 


dry, duplex system of drainage, the lowest death rate of any large town ;, 
England, great competition among shopkeepers and a good market, trains ey 
few minutes to the City and West End, omnibus service and workmen's traing 

Within a few minutes of West Cro;don Station I have a piece of freehola 
land. some 120 feet frontage,and I should be willing to hand this over, free of 
cost, for the purpose of a synagogue. I would also suggest to East End Jews 
migrate to Teddington, and those who work for tailors and bootmakers in Weg 
London would find this most convenient, as the workmen's return trains are 74 
daily to Waterloo. Here I have a piece of land close to the station. The road 
is drained and paid for, and the sewers laid. I shall be pleased to give this piecg 
of freehold land for the purpose of a synagogue and a school. 

There is an omnibus service from Teddington to Richmond and Kingstoy. 
which is one of the cheapest marketing places outside London.

THE OLD JEWISH CEMETERY AT GREAT YARMOULTH. 
Sin,—While staying at Yarmouth, I promiscuously heard of the existence 
of a disused Jewish burying-ground, Taking an interest in the history of pro- 
vincial congregations of the early part of the century, I visited it in company ot 
one of the residents here, Having with great difficulty obtained access, a sad 
spectacle presented itself ; but for the fact of a few tombstones, the place could 
not be recognised as a “ House of life,” it gave one the impression of being 
builders’ rubbish yard.. The Corporation had, some years ago, repaired 
adjoming wall, and the ground was strewn with pieces of brick, stone and 
mortar, besides many years’ accumulation of rubbish such as is usually to be 
found on * No Man’s Land.” One of the tombstones is toppling over on to the 
grave, and the inscriptions on many of them are almost undecipherable for wan! 
of attention. On leaving I found it impossible to close the door, as one of the 
door-posts had given way, and the lock had long since ceased to serve its purpose. 
It being Sunday, it was with great difficulty a padlock was procured, but in thie 
meantime, | am sorry to say, the horrible condition of the ground could be seen 
by hundreds of passers-by, and the comments were hardly complimentary to the 
Jewish community: Who is responsible for this scandal ’

THE CARDIFF HEBREW CONGREGATION. 


Sin,—I have little to say in reply to the letter of a member of the Cardiff 
Congregation which appeared in your columns of last week, and, as in my pre 
vious letters, I shall confine myself to a mere statement of facts. 

_ Your correspondent seeks to justify the action of the Committee of the 
Synagogue in seeking to discharge the minister who has served the congregation 
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— 
well for three years by pleading that the resources of the congregation have 
declined and no longer enable them to retain the services of a minister. The 
minister Was In receipt of a salary of £150 during the three years of his engage- 
ment. At the expiration of this period, the salary was reduced by 10s. per week, 
and an application was made to the Provincial Ministers’ Augmentation Fund 
for a grant. A sum of £30 per annum was granted conditionally on the con- 


gregation paying from their own funds £120, in order to bring up the stipend to 
ts original figure. An advertisement is subsequently inserted in your columns, 
seeking the services of a Chazan, at a salary of £100. It is. therefore, apparent 
that the Carditt Congregation sought to discharge its minister in order to save 
the large sum of per annum. 

In tace of these facts, your correspondent points out that the “ Committee 
consists of a number of business men of sound common sense and practical 
ability, fully capable of undertaking and solving any difficulties that may occur. 
Husiness meu of sound common sense and practical ability do not build a new 
palatial synagogue and then we their minister in order to save a paltry 
ex) per annum. Reference is made by your Cardiff correspondent to the 
Bristol Congregation, who have been without the services of a minister for some 
-ears, He must, however, be aware that the Bristol Congregation has never, in 
the course of its history, sullied its good name by discharging a minister from 
ita service. Some years ago the position of minister hee ime vacant and the « on- 
vregation did not fill up the vacancy, This is very different to the action of the 
rift Congregation. As write, I learn that the Bristol Convregation, on 
Synday last, unanimously elected the Rev. J. Abelson, B A., of Carduf, to the 
pos of minister. I congratulate Mr Abelson and Bristol. and also the Cardi} 
ygarness men of sound common sense and practical ability. who are now enab!

Madame Cahen’s labours during the memorable war of 1&¢\)-« 1 commen ed in 
Metz, where she tended more than 300) wounded soldiers, remaining there 
until after its capitulation. With the entry of ‘the Germans her connection 
with Metz came toan end ; not so her work, which in her capacity of Vice-President 
of the Society for Aiding the Wounded, she determined to continue elsewhere, 
Having placed herself at the disposal of the Government of National Petenee, abe 
Was requested to proceed to Vend‘me, where, owing to the presence in the iMltine- 
diate neighbourhood of large forces there would naturally be a const 
number of wounded. She established herself in the Lyceum, which she trans- 
formed into a Hospital. During four months Madame Cahen,. aided by two 
‘urses and seven Christian Sisters-of-Mercy, received in her improvised hospital 
thousands of French and German soldiers ; and there were days when she was 
called upon to tendas many as 800 men at the same time. When the Prussians 
occupied Vendéme they made arrangements to take possession of the Hospital, 
and plant on it the German flag. But they reckoned without Madame Cahen 
Warned of the enemy’s intentions this brave woman made her way early on ar 
cold morning in January to the Prussian General, who, surrounded by his stat, 
was about to seize the building. “Sir,” she exclaimed, “we have received your 
wounded, and nursed them as though they were our own; Wwe will continue to do 
so, but we will remain in a French Ambulance; we will uot have it converted

into a German Ambulance.’ “Madame,” was the General's reply, “ we are 
masters. “In the town, it may be, here, no!” was the heroine's retort, “ we are 
protected by the Red Cross and the French flag; you have no right to touch 
either the one or the other." Madame Cahen conquered, and from that day the 
utmost admiration was openly evinced for her by the Germans. When.after the 
signature of peace, the German Medical Staff were about to quit Vendéme, the 
Surgeon-in-Chief asked leave to take a public farewell of the gallant Frencl.. 
woman, Accompanied by the military doctors placed under his orders. all of 
whom were like himself, in full uniform. he addressed her in the folk wing 
words : ‘‘ Madame, we cannot leave France without thanking you, not alone in 
the name of the German nation, but in the name of humanity. We can never 
forget that you compelled us to yield in the face both of your patriotism and of 
your benevolence. 


The War Was ended. but her ceaseless activity s00n found scope for atill 
The Prussian Government had sent back to France a considerable 
number of Prisoners, but there atill re mained beyond the frontier thousands of 
soldiers who were too ill to be removed. or who. were detained in German 
fortresses. To look after these unfortunate men was her next self-imposed

The funeral took place on Sunday morning from Madame Cahen’s residence 
in the Rue de Medicis, Paris. Military honours, due to the deceased as a Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honour, were rendered by a picket of infantry. An immense 
number of wreaths were placed on the hearse, which was surrounded by children 
from the Jewish Refuge at Neuilly. The chief mourner was M. Lucien Pierre 
.¢vy, brother of the deceased. A large number of friendsand official deputations 
followed, including Captain de Forgemol, who represented M. de Freycinet, 
At the Montmartre Cemetery, the Grand Rabbin of France, 
M. Zadoe Kahn, delivered one of those touching addresses for which he is so 
eminently distinguished. An address was also delivered by M. Dussaussoy, in 
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MRS. N. S. JOSEPH. 


We announce with deep regret the death of Mrs. N. 8. Joseph, which 
occurred on Monday, the 15th instant, after a long illness. Mrs. Joseph, who 
was the second daughter of the late Mr. Sylvester Samuel, was born at Liverpool! 
in 1855, and married Mr. N. S. Joseph in 1884. From the beginning of her 
married life until long after her strength had began to fail, Mrs. Joseph devoted 
herself with untiring energy to public work in the Jewish community. Indeed, 
the last occasion on which - & left her house was a visit to the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum, which, from her interest in the Institution, she insisted on 
paying, in spite of strong medical advice to the contrary. Besides being a 
member of the Ladies Committee at Norwood, she acted for many years 
as Manager of Board Schools in the East End of London, first 
at Gravel Lane, and afterwards at Hanbury Street she helped to 
found the Brady Street Club for Jewish lads, and during the first 
year of its existence was the guiding spirit in its management. (ther 
institutions, too, such as the Travellers Aid Society and the Sarah Pyke 
Lodging House, claimed her help. Bat her favourite field of work was always 
among the young. With unfailing insight and sympathy she set herself to learu 
and supply the needs of the children in her Salteed schools. Generous as she 
was, she was not a mere giver of alms. Her aim was to secure that the schools 
with which she was connected should do their duty to the children of the poor 
as thoroughly and as faithfally as higher schools do their duty to the 
children of the rich. She was never daunted by the diheulties that 
always oppose the mselves to an educ stionalist who ' hampions new 
methods, and is determined not to acquiesce in imperfections merely heeau 
they are part of the established order of thing- (in questions of organisa: 
tion she had often to fight: and she fought always courageously and nearly 
always successfully. The brilliant paper on the Chedorim, which she read last 
year at the Conferen e on teligions dneation. is still fresh in the 
memory of the community, and was an admirable illustration of her powers as 
iA public worker. it Was a hold attack onan wmstitution whi na large section of 
the « ommunity for years hac ondemned in Silence. The conflict on the sulnect 
is still undecided ; but it could not have been initiated by any utterance more tem 
perate or more earnestly directed to securing the welfare of the Jewish children of 
the hast od than Mre Joseph s paper Matters of eontroversy. however. were but a 
small part of the educational work in which Mrs. Joseph took so much pleasur: 
She loved to select, as her special charge, some of the children as they left the 
schools, to help them in finding. occupation, to provide them with what thes 
needed tor their start in life, and, above all, to make them feel that they had in 
her a friend who would never fail to understand their difficulties and never be 
too busy to give them her sympathy and help. And besides the good work that 
she herself did, she was a cause of good work in others. She had the gift of 
inspiring her friends with some of her owa vigour and enthusiasm. and many of 
the duties from which she has been called away will be carried on by 
those who have learnt from her to work among the poor and to love 
the work 
In those who knew her m private life, Mrs. Joseph inspired suc 
affection as few women are fortunate enough to call forth. To her 
friends her life seemed to he made up of loving thoughts, kind 
words and generous actions, And her friends were very numerous She

[It is difficult to do ample justice to the memory of one who has so much 
endeared herself to her own generation.. She had won the appreciation and the 
affection of all those who were - well acquainted. with her. She was 
endowed in a conspicuous degree with attributes which are truly excellent 
Boundless sympathies, keen intelligence, and a wonderfal. discernment gave q 
charm to her society. But she was also gifted with the power of organisation 
and this rendered her service to the poor of special value. Her unselfistness and 
her quick imagination made her frien Iship a blessing-to others. She seemed ty 
live for the good of others, and to be inditferent to everything that was worldly 
Only those who were familiar with the exteat and the variety of her labours cay 
estimate the amount of good which she accomplished in the too limited nam er 
of years which were permitted to her.

MR. LEWIS JOEL. 


It bas been well said that the revived sense of of our Imperial power and 
duties has re-awakened our rec whition of the acknowle liement due to thos 
soldiers of the State who, in many eapacities and on many fi ‘lds diplomatic as 
well as military, serve Her Majesty and their eountry in foreiva lands. A solder 
who has rougnt well and long was distinguished by richly varne | 
experience, has sud lenly and to the deep sorrow of m ny mourning friends. laid 
down alife spent for ne rly forty years in honourable devotion to the Diplom 7 
Service of his Mr. Lewis Joel. who died on the nit oat th 
of 75, was appointed unpaid British Vice-Consal at Cobija in May, 1551, and was 
acting French Consul from September. 1863, to Jaume. 1855. [a be was Lora 
short time acting Charg¢ d’Affaires at Caracas, and in the following year was named 
if the mixed British and Venezuel in Commission for th sattle.- 
ment of British claims against the Governmentof Venezuela. Ia 186.) Mr. Joe! was 
acting Charge d Affaires and Consul-General at Caracas, aud in the folowing 
year was promoted to be Consul at Rosario. This latter position he occupied 
for seven years ibsequently he became Consul successively at 
Gieorgia and Cadiz, and was then promoted to be Consul-General tor the depart 
ments of Panama, Bolivar, Magdalena, and Cauca. He was at Panam: at the 
period of the coll apse of the Canal scheme, and used to relate how he obt sined 
bread for the clamourmg negro workers, and how he induced the authorities to 
send them back to their homes in the West Indies. In the dreadfal climate of 
Pasiama, he all but fell a victim to malaria, from which he was saved by the late 
Sir William Wiseman, who took him on board his ship and kept him there unt! 
the boat for England brought him home again. Later on, Mr. Joel became Her 
M Consul-General to Chile. and had charge of. the Levation al 
Santiago, from which he retired on a pension m January, 18/4. Io 
the latter year, Mr. Joel was appointed British member of the Tribunal ot 
Arbitration constituted by the Convention between Great Britain and Chil of 
September, 1803, for the settlement of claims arising out of the civil war ol 
Ikv1; and at the age of 7 he sallied out once more, and for the last time, on the 
iong journey to Valparaiso whence, after arduous service oon the adjudic ution 
of the war claims, he was unfortunately compelled to return to Enzland i 
consequence of a serious accident in August, 1805, before the conclusion of the 
Arbitration. If Mr. Joel had compiled his reminisceaces a book of interesting 
and varied adventure would have been the result; as it ia, the valuable an4 
interesting reports which, spread over a series of years and dealing with 4 
multitude of topics, he transmitted from time to time to the Foreiga Ofiee, 
remain as a record of his diligence and the acuteness of his observation wherever! 
he represented the British flag. But beyond this Mr. Joel was the author of an 
important contribution to Consular literature. entitled ae Consul 8 Manu al, 
a work of great use to his profession, and one of the very few wh ch deal at all 
adequately with the questions it discusses. 

Mr. Joel was born in’ Dublin, and was educated at Bristol, were 
he was married on March Ist. 1818. Of Mr. Joel's charming personality, 
and of the affectionate esteem which he inspired amongst the friends aod 
colleagues of a long and varied life, it is difficult to inform those wh » did bot 
have the privilege of his acquaintance without appsaring to overpzaise. To those 


who knew him he was the personification of inexhaustible cheerfulness, paceeen 
of a rich fund of humour, an infinite store of treasured experience, and withalt :

SIR JULIUS VOGEL, 


Towards the end of last year the following “In Memoriam 
appeared 

In loving memory of Frank Leon Vogel, the beloved son of Julius and Mary Voge! 
«bo was killed on the morning of December 4th, 1893, whilet sc rving with Major Witeon’s 
force against the Matabele. 

The English Jew who gave one of his sons to the cause of his country in th 
Cape, and had bimself spent his prime in directing the course of public affairs in 
the prosperous colony of New Zealand, died on Monday ‘ast at Hillersdon, East 
Molesey. at the age of 65 
~The Hon. Sir Julius Vogel, K.C.M.G., was the son o/ Albert Leopold Vogel 
, London merchant, by his marriage with Phoebe, eldest daughter of Alexander 
teaac, of Hatcham Grove, in the suburban part of Surrey. Julius Vogel was 
born in London on February 24th, 1835, and, having been privately educated till 
he became Barmitzvah, then entered University College School. He was left an 
phan xt li by the death of both his parents, and went into the office of his

randfather, whose firm had large mercantile transactions with South 
America. In 1852, Julius Vogel determined t. emigrate to Australia 
where gold discoveries had recently -been mad: But he had the 
sood sense. to go through a preliminary course of study at the Royal 


school of Mines, Jermyn Street, where he was the first pupil in the metal 
lurgical laboratory of Dr. Percy, an eminent scientific man, known among 
other things for his admirable arrangements for ventilating the House of 
Commons. Julius Vogel's career at the diggings did not lead him to fortune in 
the precise line which he had mapped out for himself. He fell back upon his 
iterary ability, took the place in journalism of a friend who was ill, and becam: 
editor and proprietor of Victorian newspapers. He stood for Parliament in 


iil, but was unsuccessful, and emigrated to Dunedin, New Zealand. where 
ho bought a half share in the Ofayo Wieitn and started the 0 

Daily T. the first daily paper in New Zealand. It is an interesting 
meident in the career of both men that Mr. B. L. Farieon, who is a 


Sephardic Jew, while Julius Vogel was one of the Ashkenazi rite. was the 
sub-editor and partner of Vogel in this influential New Zealand journal. 
In 1862 Vogel was elected to the Provincial Council of Otago. and four 
years later he became the head of the Provincial Go\ ernment, a post which he 
held till 186%. In 1865 he had been elected a member of the New Zealand 
House of Representatives, and on retiring from the Provincial Government. in 
| joined the Fox Ministry as Colonial Treasurer, afterwards becoming

DR. LUDWIG BAMBERGER. 


he death on Tuesday of Dr. Ludwig Bamberger removes one of the mins 
prominent figures in the domain of German polities ane literature. A contem. 
porary of the late Eduard Lasker, he was united in friendship with him to the 
day of Lasker's death, Though at one time an ardent supporter of Princes 
Bismarck, Bamberger, like Lasker, became the Minister's strong opponent and 
often attacked him mercilessly in the German Reichstag. of which he was a 
wigs tat: until the dissolution of that body in I8%5,. when he did not seek 
re-election. 


He was born in Mayence on the 22nd July, 1823, and was thus in 
his «6th year. He studied Jaw from 1842 to I845 at the universities 
of Gnessen, Heidelberg and G.ttinger and on his promotion to the 
degree of doctor he worked as assessor for two years at the courts of 
his native town. The memorable year of 1848 found him amopgst the 
most prominent agitators for liberty m the Fatherland. As Editor of the 
T /. it became entang!|« i those re volutionary movements ind 
took part in the rising which occurred in 184% in the Bavarian Palatinate and 
Baden in favour of an Imperial Constitution. He was a most fervent 
advocate ot (;erman unity.

In 1°63 he became Professor Extraordinary 
of (;eneral Phil logy at the Berlin Unive raity From 1373 he wae 
there and likewise at the High School for the Science of Judaism, teacher 
of criticism on the Old Testament, as weil as philosophical Ethics, religious 
philosophy ind history of religion He was a most prolific writer, and his 
philological works, In W hich he at first associated himself with the philosophical 
treatment of languages inaugurated Ly Wilhelm von Humboldt, are of the highest 
For not only bas he thereby materially advanced general philology 
but greatly contributed towards making its results usefully applicable to indiv:- 
dual jJanyuages. Modern science of philology will ever owe him a great 
debt. Among bis most important works must be mentioned “The origin of 
languages in connection with the highest Questions of all Knowledge’ (1471), 
which has seen a number of editions, “Classification of the languages, repre- 
sented as the development of the idea of speech” (184). This work he suly 
-eeted later on to a complete revision when he hegre it in 154) under the 
title of “ Characteristics of the chief types of t 1€ construction of speech Ir 
1852 he published Die Entwickelung der Schrift” ; in Grammar. Logic, 
Psychology : the principles and their relations to each other. This work like 
wise subsequently underwent at his bands a thorough revision. In 156) Was 
published his © History of the Philology of the Greeks and Romans” ; in 16) 
“ Die Mande-Negersprachen, from a pyschological and phonetic point of view ” ; in 
1885, “General Ethics.” The deceased also published W. von Humboldt s 
Philological-philosophical Works. with the use of Humboldt’s manuscripts.

DR. JULIUS SAMELSOHN. 


Privy Sanitary Councillor Dr. Julius Samelsohn, who died at Cologne on the 
14th inst, at the age of fifty-eight, was a widely known and distinguished 
oculist. On his initiative a number of high-minded and benevolent men in 
Cologne combined about twelve years ago and contributed the means for 
establishing the Cologne Ophthalmic Infirmary for the poor. It was opened on 
the 25th of February, 1888, and is one of the most beneficent and excellent 
charitable institutions of that town. The deceased was not only one of its 
founders but also its Chief Physician, and thanks to his unremitting zeal and 
devotion the Infirmary has attained a high position, and is indeed a blessing 
Dr. Samelsohn had, besides, an immense practice, having been one of the most 
able and experienced oculists in Germany. He was a member of the Board of 
Mansgement of the Infirmary, of the administration of the Rhenish Workshop 
for the Blind, of the General Association of Physicians and of the Literary 
Society of Doctors. 


FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS CASE. 


| FROM OUB CORRESPONDENT. | 
PARIS, WEDNESDAY EVENIN: 


In iust suffi sient time to give readers of the Jewisn Crronicie an early 
intimation of a most sensational and extraordinary story with regard to the tru 
genesis of the Dreyfus case which has come to light through the indiscretion of a 
functionary in the political world here, I give my readers the story for what it 
is worth, prefacing it however with the remark that, incredible as it may sound 
I have every reason to believe in it. Every detail may not possibly be correct. 
In the main, I feel certain, the tale will eventually prove to be true. 

In the course of 18%), before Dreyfus had been heard of by the world al 
large, some important secrets, referring to the inner organisation of the Russian 
Army, appeared in a weekly paper here. St. Petersburg (official St, Petersburg 
that is) was very much annoyed and excited at these revelations, which were 
wonderfully precise. The Russian authorities applied to the French Foreign 
Office for an inquiry to be made, and although this was don 


nothing resulted. 

A few months later the advisers of the Tsar learned that the entire details 
of the military convention between France and Russia, at that time a complete 
secret, Were in the possession of (;ermany It was evident that either in Paris 
or in St. Petersburg there was a traitor with exceptional sources of information 
at his disposal. A close inquiry was made here, but, for a long time. nothing 
was discovered. Then, one day, a very highly placed personage, whose political 
position at that time gave him the highest authority with, and the utmost con- 
fidenve of the Freach Government, called upon General de Boisdeffre, and 
handed him the letters purporting to be signed by the Emperor of Germany 
(which letters have since proved to be forged), and whicn designated Dreyfus as 
a spy in the pay of Germany. 

The Government were, however, placed in a most unfortunate position, for 
to use these letters would be to incur the danger of serous complications with 
Germany. This perplexity was, however, put an end to, by the discovery of 
the Jordercau, of which no more need now be said. The General Statt. con- 
vinced by the supposed letters of the Emperor William that Dreyfus was 
already guilty of the greater crime of having sold the secrets of the Fran 
Russian military convention to France's hereditary ehemy and seeing’ on a 
cursory inspection a likeness between the writing of the ford:reau and that 
of Dreyfus, arrested him for the lesser crime. whereas he was in reality, 
though he himself never knew it, tried and condemsed for selling to 
(;ermany the details of the military convention. Then. came Colonel 


Picquart’s researches into the borderrean question, by which he. was

The case of Nathan rv. Woolf, decided by the President 
of the Probate and Divorce Division on Thursday last, 
was one of great interest “and importance. It estab- 
lished that the old law, by which Jewish marriages 
celebrated in accordance with the customs of the Jewish religion were valid, 
Was not repealed by the Marriage Act of 15: (which introduced the 
modern system of registration). It appears from the jadgment that L. 
Jewish marriage, though made without the presence of 8 Registrar, is 
valid except in cases where default in giving due notice to the Registrar 
has been made wilfully by both the husband and the wife. Golda 
Woolf, in 1864, went through a Jewish ceremony ©! bememsesi 
in the presence of a clergyman and about forty friends. No notice 
to the Registrar of the intended marriage had been given, but otherwise all

the regulations governing Jewish marriages had been complied with. Mr, 
Haldinstein, for the defendant, argued that “kaowingly and wilfnlly” in 
the Act, meant with a knowledge of wrong-doing, and that the omission to 
give notice to the Registrar, even though conscious, was not sufficient to 
vitiate the marriage unless there was a consciousness that the omission was wrong, 
Mr. Blackwell, for the plaintiff, contended that the omission to register was fate] 
whether it was intentional or not. Many cases were cited and the President, 
in a learned judgment, said that to make the marriages void, both parties to 
the marriage must be acting “ knowingly and wilfally,” contrary to the pro- 
visions of the statute. He, therefore, held that Golda Nathan was duly 
married to the defendant, Mr. Woolf, and that this gentleman wa; entitled 
to succeed to her personal property. If this important decision is not altered 
on any appeal, its binding force cannot be affected by anything in the latest 
Marriage Act (that of 1898), for it is expressly provided that nothing in this 
statute shall have any reference to marriages solemnised in accordance with 


the usages of the Society of Friends or of persons professing the Jewish 
religion. 


At first sight this decision would appear to introduce 
Effect of an innovation, inasmuch as the authorities have taken, 
the and on public grounds rightly taken, the greatest care 
Judgment. to inform our coreligionists of the nevessity of con- 


forming to the requirements as to registration laid 
down by statute 6 and 7 Will. IV., c. 85, and have described marriages not 
thus recorded as clandestine. The result of the decision, however, introduces 
no innovation, bat emphasises the fact that where one or other of the parties 
is ignorant of those requirements, the marriage is valid for all purposes, and 
is not clandestine in any sense of the word. This conclusion is eminently 
desirab’e ; it establishes this salutary principle that a man, be he cognisant or 
ignorant of the necessity for registration, who, by what may be called an 
irregular marriage, is allied to a woman herself ignorant of such necessity, 
cannot shield himself behind that irregularity, to evade the responsibilities 
and obligations of a husband, or the heavy hand of the law, in the event of a 
bigamous though perchance more regular marriage.

A great many of the 
Jews. quotations he adduces are taken from a writer in the 


Ciriita Cattolica—the recognised Jesnit organ— 
and the fact that the article professes to be written “from the fixed 
standpoint of the journal” gives it an undeniable official authority. We 
do not complain that the writer adopts an anti-Dreyfus attitude. 
That may quite conceivably be a matter of opinion. But we have strong 
grounds for objection when we find him making the “ Affaire” the plea for 
an infamous tirade, fall of monstrous misrepresentation against the entire 
Jewish people whom he would rob of the privilege of citizenship, and 
condemn to a state of permanent social inferiority, with ail its innumerable 
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ills. The leader of the French Catholic party (Count de Mun) had the 
hardihood to assert in the Times that‘: the representatives of the Catholic 
Church—the bishops, the clergy, the religious congregations, and particularly 
the ‘Jesnits—stand altogether outside the anti-Semitic movement.” 
What amount of truth there is in this bold declaration can be seen from a 
perusal of some of the flowers of speech culled from a school history book 
which circulates among French children with the sanction and blessing of 
the highest ecclesiastics in France. The book, intended to teach “ history,” 
is disfigured by the most odious calumnies of the Jewish race. And the 
result is, that the French Bishops, whom M. de Mun passionaly dissociates 
from anti-Semitism, are actually instilling the poison day by day into the 
youth of the country. How far the action of the Jesuits, of the Catholic Electoral 
Committee, of a ssction of the Bishops, represents the attitude of French 
Catholicism towards Jews is a matter for discussion. But Jews must 
be excused if in view of the fact that proceedings which would disgrave any 
moral organisation have passed without a word of Papal reproof, they 
exclaim: “ Neutrality is unworthy of a great religious organisation; those 
who are not with us are against us.”

‘Ami Fritz,” the friend and adviser of everybody in the village, both Jew 
and Christian ; the soul of charity and goodness, ardent and eager to 
promote marriage, irrespective of the religion of the postulants, as long as 
they kept to brides and bridegrooms of their own ‘faiths. He was the firm 
friend of _M. Chatrian’s father, and the only time wher M,. Chatrian 
teceived a stern paternal admonition was when he presumed to be disrespectful 
ro Rabbi David. The village of lhalsbourg, where Messrs. [Eerckmann and 
Chatrian were born and brought up, was a centre of Jewish life. There the 
Jews were united, carried out their ceremonies and regulations in al] 
their integrity, and lived in the fullest harmony with their Christian neigh- 
bours. Althongh neither Erckmann or Chatrian was a Jew or of Jewish 
origin, their lives were passed in close and allectionate contact with on, 
people, and they knew more about true Judaism than do many of ourselves. 
It was a Jewish friend who used his influence to obtain publication of 
‘ L/illastre Docteur Mattheus,” their first successful work. It is not 
in great cities, M. Chatrian told our correspondent, that Judaism is 
seen in its best and purest, but in the small towns, such as Phalsbourg. 
Here, indeed, the scene is laid of *‘ le Blocas,” which contains the character of 
Moise "—the best, most faithful, and noblest Jewish type to be found in 
fiction.’

Sadducees and Essenes because they were the traditional party. In his fing) 
lecture Dr. Gaster speaks of the Reformers as a Jewish sect, whom he charges 
with cutting themselves adrift from the true Judaism. Hence, he says, 
carry withm themselves the germs of decay, and hence, also, “ throughont 
the world the mark of Jewish Reform is sterility.” We question not merely 
the wisdom of such remarks, but even their fairness. Certain Reform move. 
ments may have proved sterile, but to say that this has been the fate o} 
Reform everywhere is to state what is not a fact. There are some Orthodoy 
communities which show far greater signs of sterility than the Reformers, |, 
our last issue we referred to the fact that forthe past twenty-five years Dr, Emi 
Hirsch, of Chicago, has attracted 2,000 people to his Sunday Services. 
This hardly looks like failure. The mistake Dr. Gaster makes is jp 
regarding Reformers as a sect. So long as they do not band themselves 
together as separatists, but identify themselves with the general religions 
work of the community, they form an integral part of the main body oj 
Jewry. On the other hand, there are Jewish communities we could point to, 
maintaining what 1s called traditional Judaism, who yet hold themselves aloo! 
from the main currents of communal life. Such communities, for all their 
orthodoxy, tend towards sectarianism ; they contain within themselves the 
germs of decay. The famous advice of Hillel not to separate from the 
general body has reference to something more than mere traditional 
observance.

Rights of Jews outside the Pale. 


The Senate has published two important decisions on the point whether the 
May Laws allow a Jew, who is lawfully settled in a village. to change his abode 
and if so within what limits this is permissible, so that the change of residence 
shall not be regarded as a new settlement in a neighbouring village. Hitherto 
the change has only been authorised when both the old and new residences belong 
to the same person. The Senate now declares that the term “a village ” embraces 
the entire district which is placed under the same administrative authority. 
This decision largely extends the area of the village in which the transference of 
habitation is authorised, 

The other decision of the Senate affects the rights of descendants of 
reservists who served under the old military régime. Hitherto the Senate itself 
was of opinion that only those Jews were permitted to acquire immovable 
property outside the Pale whose parents themselves had lived outside the Pale, 
and had possessed such property ; whilst no privileges were granted to those 
whose parents remained within the Pale. The Senate in plenary sitting has now 
decided that all descendants of Jewish reservists, without distinctions. are 
entitled to live beyond the Pale and to own immovable property. 

Rights of Jewish Merchants in Moscow. 

| hear from a reliable source that a new measure will shortly be promulgated 
restricting the right of residence of Jewish merchants of the First Guild. Th 
new law has been elaborated by the Governor-General of Moscow, and has been 
submitted to the Tsar for approval. At present a Jew who has for ten years 
paid the heavy tax of the First Guild has the right to live outside the Pale, 
even when he has ceased to belong to the Guild, and this right is enjoyed by all 
the members of his family, even sons who have attained their majority, and 
brothers and nephews having their own businesses. Under the new regulations. 
these rights will only be continued as long as the merchant pays the tax of the 
First Guild; as soon as he ceases to do so he loses the privilege of. remaining in 
Moscow. As regards other members of the family, only sons who are minors 
ind unmarried daughters may reside with their father: and if they may not 
in their own right live in Moscow, they will at once be expelled. 


Jewish Merchants at hieti. 

From the fact that last year 17 Christians and 3x! Jews were enrolled at 
Kielf in the First Guild, the anti-Jewish section of the press deduces that Jews 
are wealthier than Christians. This conclusion is, however. erroneous. <A 
Christian merchant, of small means, may join the Second and Third Guilds, and 
bas no Guild Tax to pay. as his other taxes ensure him al! the necessary rights 
but a.Jew in similar circumstances is compelled to pay the taxes of the First 
Guild. without which he would not be permitted to carry on business in Kiet! or 
elsewhere outside the Pale. 

Another Gift by Baroness de Hirsch.

Imposing Military Honours to a Jewish Soldier 


in St. Petersbure. 


A unique and interesting spectacle was witnessed recently at St Petersburg 
A Jew, named Orchansky, died after fifty-four years service in the Guard of 
the Emperor of Russia, a crack corps which no Jew has been allowed to enter 
since the reign of Alexander IIIf. An old trooper of the time of Nicholas I 
Urchansky was only permitted to remain in the Imperial Guard in consequence 
of the high protection he enjoyed. Orchansky, who rose to the rank of a non- 
commissioned officer, had an exemplary career in the army. Not a single breach 
of discipline was recorded against him ; and he exercised considerable intiuence 
rer his Christian comrades. It is related that once the Emperor Alexander II] 
and the Empress arrived without notice at the barracks of the Guard, and by 
chance there was no one to receive the Sovereigns except the Jewish officer, who 
assisted their Imperial Majesties to alight from their sledge. As soon as their 
presence became known there was a rush of officers to the spot, and many 
excuses were offered. The Emperor turning to the Jew exclaimed: “At least 
here is one man who has not left, his post,” and as a reward Orchansky 
“as chosen to escort the august visitors back to the sledge. Urechansky went 
through many campaigns and gained numerous stars and medals. He was 
generous to such an extent that he died leaving his widow almost penniless, but 
she will receive a pension from the Government. Attempts were frequently 
made to induce him to abandon his faith; but as he was an extremely pious 
Jew, he remained loyal to the ancestral religion, and onl} transgressed 
observances when the exigencies of the Service demanded the sacrifice. 
_ When the death of Orchansky became known the Tsar, at the request of the 
Chief of the Regiment, ordered a public funeral service to be held in the 
varracks, and he directed that all hon and chiefs of the Imperial Guard 
present and past, should attend in full uniform. The scene at the service was 
very imposing. Near the simple bier were grouped officers in brilliant 
uniforms with crape on their arms and bedecked with Orders. Among 
them were one of the Emperors Chamberlains, representing — his 
Majesty Major-General ‘Timiriazef, Chief of the Regiment: (reneral 
Count Ignatieff (brother of the author of the “May Laws”); and General 
‘icolaief¥, former Chiefs of the Regiment, Prince Galitzine, and 4 young 
Count Ignatieff. The prayers were read by the Chazan of the small synagogue. 
{ which Adjutant Orchansky had been a member, and a short address, in 
lebrew and Russian, was delivered by Dr. Drabkin, Rabbi of St. Petersburg. 
t needed some courage on the part of the Rabbi in such an assem bly to COn- 
sratulate the deceased officer on having remained true to Judaism despite the 
temptations by which he was surrounded, On the removal of the body a guard 
of honour presented arms, and the band of the Regiment played funeral marches. 
All the officers followed the remains of their subordinate as far as the Nicholas 
‘allway Station, whence it proceeded to the Jewish cemetery. 


The Jews and the Jesuits.

Taking its stand on the revelations made by Rochefort in the /ntrans:geant, the 
Hebrew Congress held last summer io Basle had for its pretext to discuss the recovery of 
Jerusalem; but it was really held to hatch the whole conspiracy. The Hebrews were 
jolnmedin it by Protestants of high position. An Irraelitish syndicate was formed, which 
raised the millions necessary to the success of so difficult an undertaking. Rochefort has 
aflirmed that by October the first four of these millions had already been raised, pretty 
well all in Germany. So far one does not know how much has been raised in France 
More than others the Jew takes it for his axiom that pecunie obediunt omnia. . One 
thing is certain, that gold flowed in rivulets through the market of venal busy bodies, 
ecribblers, lawyers, and journalists of every country. In various styles and al! sorts of 
ways they were hired to win regard and salbibe pity for the “ innocent victim” of «a trial 
burried through behind closed doors, for the “ martyr confined in the Devil's Island.” 


After that, one is tempted to think that the real source of French ariti- 
Semitism. or at any rate of the Jesuit variety, is its colossal lack of all sense of 
humour 

Having painted the wealth and influence of the French Jews in the most 
yrotesyuely exaggerated colours, the Caffol.ca writer casts about him for 
a remedy. He would not drive the. Hebrews “to the fiery sands of the Sahara 
or the frozen seas of the poles,” and rob them of their property into the 
bargain. There are several reasons against that course. No, the wnter would 
be content if only he could deprive the Jews of their equality and treat them 
not as citizens but as strangers. It is no use, he continues. “to cling to the 
mockery of equality or common rights. But this pretence of gentle moderation 
is rather spoilt by his loud huzzahs over the Drumont campaign in Algeria ; and as 
Mr. Conybeare pertinently remarks “the methods employed in Algiers are 
arson and assassination. 

One of the most startling points Mr. Conybeare makes in the course of his 
article, and it reflects gravely on the entire French Catholic Church, is his quo- 
tation from “ Fleurs de | Histoire (Flowers of History . Thisis a little book 
for the use of children, constantly given as a prize in Catholic schools. It 
circulates among the children with the high blessing of His Eminence Cardinal 
Desprez (Archbishop of Toulouse), Abbé Tages, Vicar-General at the Arch- 
bishopric of Paris, and quite anumber of great Catholic Ecclesiastical dignitaries. 
It is almost incredible, though true, that the pages of this work are loaded with 
the foulest abuse of everything Jewish. “ At the bottom of the Jewish 
character,’ it remarks, “are treason, roguery, and lies,’ It proceeds as follows 


“Note upon the Jews —The Jews are a carsed racs, sicce they sold our Saviour and 
disowned His blessings. By their religion and their politica they tend to enslave and ruin 
all nations, and in particular the French, on whom they have alighted, like vultures on « 
rich quarry. They are dangerous and. insatiable parasites that lay hands oa everything— 
soil, money, commercs, industry, administration. All means come bandy to them in order 
to divert into their own pockete the sources of wealth—treason, crime, fraud, theft, 
assaseination. 

“ The wealth of France is estimated at 150 milliards, and the Jews alone own more 
than eighty milliards of it. And yet they came to us without a farthing. Not being 
numerous enough to do what they want by themselves in the light of day, they organise 
themeelves in the dark, and hatch their perfidious plots against religious as well us civil! 
society—against everything which stands for order, morality, and justice. 

“Freemasonry is in their hands a docile instrument, and by means of it they to-day 
govern the world 

“If the peoples do not take care, they will perish threugh the Jews For the edifica- 
tion of our readers we refer them to the following works of M. Drumont La France 
luire, La fin dun Monde, and La Dernure Bata :

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IMPORTANT JUDGMENT IN AN ACTION 
RELATING TO A JEWISH MARRIAGE. 


PROBATE, DIVORCE, AND ADMIRALTY DIVISION.

This suit was before the Court during four days. on Friday the $rd, and 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday the 7th, and th. Mr. P. T. Blackwell 
(instructed by Mr Solomon Myers) appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. H. H. 
Haldinstein and Mr. G. G. Solomon (instructed by Mr. Albert Solomon) for the 
defendant. 

The suit related to the goods of Golda Nathan. or Woolf, deceased, which 
were claimed on her intestacy by the plaintiff, a nephew. and the defendant | Mr. 
Abraham Woolf. baadle of the Now Road Synagogu »). who alleged that he Was 
the lawful husband of the deceased. The defendant's case was that in 1864 he 
went through a religious ceremony with the deceased ac ording to the Jewish 
rite in the presence of a Rabbi and about 40 friends. Unfortunately, the defen 
dant had omitted to give notice to the re gistrar of the intended marriage. as 
required by ( and 7 William IV., «. 8. sec. 2. but- otherwise he had complied with 
all the regulations governing Jewish marriages. A certificate of marriage had 
been given, but was not forthcoming, and it was supposed to have been mislaid 
by the deceased. Section 12 of the same Act and 7 William IV.. laid 
down “that if any person shall knowingly and wilfully intermarry cae de 
without due notice to the registrar. . . the marriage ... . . Shall 
be void, 


Mr. Haipinstein argued that “knowingly and wilfully” meant with 
a knowledge of wrong-doing, and with an intention of going through 
the marriage ceremony in spite of such knowledge. Further. he argued 
that in the present case the Sfondaat had acted in good faith throughout. The 
defendant's counsel further argued that even if it were true that the defendant 
married deceased “ knowingly and wilfully” without notice to the Registrar, as 
required by the statute, there was still no evidence that the deceased had not 
pone through the ceremony with perfect good faith, and in the belief that all the 
egal requirements had been complied with. He cited “ /n re Knox” (25 LR. 
Ir.. 2) (sreaves v. Grreaves and DAS The (dur en 
(L.R. 1, C.C.R. 365), “Gompertz v. Kensit” (13 L.R.. Eq. 360), “Goodman. vy. 
Goodman” (35 L.7.. 7). For the plaintiff, it was contended that there never 
had been any pretence of legal marriage, and that the defendant and the deceased 
had lived tovether In core ubinage. The plant YT and some of his witnesses, 
stated, in the course of their evidence. that the deceased had led the life of a loos:

Mr. BLackWeELL contended that Jews and (uakers. though re ferred to im 
Section 2 of 6 and 7 William IV... c. 85, were outside the invalidating Section 42 
and that the marriage proved by the defendant, not being in accordance with 
Section 2 of the Act. was bad altogether. Counsel further argued that, according 
to Jewish law, the marriage was bad. as the certificate of marriage had been 
signed by the bride's father.

Stern, for the defendant) were called, who stated the Jewish laws of marriage. 


Judgment. 

The Presibint said. The only question in this case is whether this husband 
entitled to administration as being the lawful husband of the deceased. which. of 
course, raises the question, and this question only, whether a valid marri we. JS 
sufficiently proved. When I say that I do not, of course, forget that the ouus 
lies upon those who seek to impugn the marriage. If there 1s presumption or 
proot that there was a Inarriage, the onus lies Upon those who endeavour to show 
that although there was a form of marriage. nevertheless that was invalid. A 
great deal has been said about presumption in this case, and I shall have a word 
or 80 lo Buy presently about what | think is the effect of the ev idence vyiven but 
in this case it is not necessary to rest upon the presumption which drises of 
reputation of marriage, because. to my mind, the strength and real foundation 
of this case is that: there Was beyond all “Question a religious ceremonv—it is a 
fmuestion which has to be considered whether or not it was a marri ige c remony 
—but that there was a religious cererhony gone through which purported to be 
one at any rate 1s understood. Therefore, the main objection which is generally 
relied upon that there was no form, or not such a form as ought to by admitted 
between the parties, is not present here. We have got beyond that, and the first 
muestion is has any evidence been given to show that the form of marriage Wis 
a legal form or was.not? The evidence about the marriage having |een per- 
formed 1s to my mind extremely clear and as certain as anything can be, Not 
only does it rest upon the evidence of Mr. Woolf himself. who. I feel bound to 
say as far as | was able to judge. gave his evidence very well, and who in that 
respect is not shown to be a person who caine here to tell a wilful falsehood —he 
gave an account where the marriage took place and how it took place—but it 
goes very much beyond that, because we have the evidence of the man in whose 
house it took place, and when that evidence is carefully considered we have the 
true clue to the whole story.. He says it took place before several witnesses, and 
we know other persons attested the marriage contract about whom I should like 
to Say a word or so presently. It certainly took place according to the Hebrew 
forms, but it took place in a house, and Harris Levy proves that it took place in 
his house, and his suggestion at the end of the evidence that the only ground 
upon which the marriave plainly could be impugned was because it took place in 
a house and not in the synagogue, strikes me as being a forecast of what was 
hkely to happen and what has happened in this case. But we start with 
this: we have this marriage in a house. Now. -the first ground upon 
which that is impugned is that it is said: true, there may have been such a 
ceremony, but it did not fulfil the requirements of the Jewish law; which -are 
that there should be two witnesses at least, and that those two witnesses should 
not be blood relations. Now we have gone very fully into that, and although at 
one time it seemed to me that there might be a conthct between the opinion of 
the experts which would make it a very difficult matter for me to decide which 
expert Was to be believed, as the matter turns out I do not think such a conflict 
exists. I think the last witness. in his cross-examination. has practically stated 
what the Jewish law 1s, and I see no reason to doubt his evidence. confirmed aS 
it appears to me by the other evidence in the case. There is, as one is very familar 
witb, an analogous and similar matter in other laws. There are two separate 
things: the Jewish ceremony and the contract of marriage. The Jewish 
ceremony consists in a certain torm to be gone through: the placing of the ring 
on the finger, and the uttering of certain prayers, and certain things said and 
done by the Rabbi, all of which are proved to have taken place in this case. But 
no doubt there must be witnesses before a valid form of marriage is carried out. 
There is a very apt analogy to be found in the form of marriage under the 
Scottish law, which is, according to the Canon Law. where the words are to be 
said—not words of betrothal, but actually of marriage, and it must be in the 
presence of witnesses. It seems to me that the present marriage ceremony is 
very much of the same kind, They must be present, and there must be two 
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witnesses, and I dare say, and one is not prepared to dispute it, for the PUrposes 
of this case, that they must not be blood relations. I am not very clear about i; 
heeause one gentleman called here disputed altogether that that was the law. and 
he said he had witnessed—I am not quite clear whether he was speaking of th, 
contract of marriage, or the form of marriage—the marriage of a daughter o; 
sister—I have forgotten which—but in this case it does not matter, because

We now know sufficiently for our purpose 
what that is. The marriage contract had. at some time, a greater importance 
than it has now, because it must have been not only a contract, but a form of 
settlement that would have given to the wife the means of obtaining maintep. 
ance from her husband in the case of disagreement—a matter of great importance 
seeing that the Jewish Law has always recognised divorce, and it may be that 
those witnesses ought to be witnesses not barred by consanguinity. If that was 
an essential to the marriage. and if it is true that no marriage could be good 
without a written contract. then in this cause no doubt it is shewn that one 
witness certainly was a blood relation, and probably another. and it may be that 
in this case there was only the one good witness supposing the Rabbi witnessed 
the contract But that matter.

I 
think it is, of the Marriage Act requires. The evidence is rather peculiar in this 
matter, because we have the husband telling us that he did not give any such 
notice, and obtained no such certificate; and that may be evidence which 
may. and probably does, shew that there was. in fact, no such notice.

Marks, of the firm of Lewi® 
and Marks. of Pretoria and London. Mr. 
Marks is of foreign descent, but has lived 
some years in England, and emigrated 
to the Cape with his partners some 
thirty years ago in circumstances far 
from affluent. He is known as a shrewd, 
level-headed man, and may truly be said 
to have been the architect of his own 
fortune. What invests Mr. Marks’ name 
with more than ordinary interest jnst 
now is that it has been mentioned with 
some others as that of a probable candi- 
date for the Presidency of the Transvaal 
Republic. It is believed that when the 
term of othcee held the press ni 
cecupant of the post expires, will, 
owing to the mtirmities of age. relin- 
quish it in favour of a more energetic 
man.. The election of Mr. Marks as 
successor to President Kruger woald be 
desirable in every respect. Besides con- 
cihiating interests which have hitherto 


hopelessly lashed. he would brar y tO 


bear a business capacity and influence 
unris all it} the Pransvaal and. 
Whilst proving himself staunch 


defender of the rights of the Dutch 
Republic. his English sympathies would 
help to remove the asperities which have 
unfortunately arisen between the two countries. We do not anticipate that the 
candidature of a conforming Israelite would meet with any opposition in conse- 
quence of his religious behef. for however intolerant from a political point of 
siew our Boer friends may be, the charge of religious intolerance certainly can- 
not be brought against them. In this they consistently follow the example of 
that liberty-lovirg land from which they spring, which has always befriended 
Jews in the throes of persecution when other countries have despised them. We 
of course refer to Holland. 

It is safe to say that the stake held by the firm. Lewis and Marks. in the 
country of their adoption is almost colossal. In addition to their large interest 
in the diamond mines they have worked successfully i develaping various 
bratiches of industry, and have given an impetus to the trade of the country 
by opening coal and silver mines, and establishing glass, jam and other works. 
They have aiso a monopoly for the manufacture of spirits, owning a distillery 
that finds employment for a large number of hands, It will be evident from 
this that they are largely concerned in developing the resources of the country, 
with the result that they are employers of labour on a vast scale, 

Among their employ«s are necessarily a large number of. blacks, with whom 
Mr. Marks is very popuiar, ind such is the respect, we might almost Say affection, 
in Which they hold him that they have long since dubbed him “ king of the 
Transvaal.’ More than onee the tirm have been entrusted with important 
financial negotiations on behalf of the Boer Government. A brother of Mr. 
Marks, Mr. Elia Marks, holds a responsible position under the Government. It 
is nO secret that their advice has often been sought in dificult matters of. State. 
and the moderating intluence of their counsel has helped to bring many a knotty 
point to a successful issue. It may be mentioned that not very long before his 
death, the late Lord R indoiph Churchill was Mr, Marks guest, and his sporting 
proclivities had fall scope on the Schwarkopje estate, covering many thousands 
of acres. The firm have always displayed a hvely interestin Jewish institutions 
in South Africa and were liberal contributors to the new 
Johannesburg, 

Ir. Marks 1s married to an English lady. Miss Guttman 
which town his earlier days were spent. One of hi: 
at a well-known English College. 

In urging the fitness of Mr, Marks for the exalted position, a Johanneshurg 
paper says 

if Mr. Samuel Marks could be persuaded to stand he would certainly

Jewish Proselytes and the Re-admission of 
Jews into England. 


The following paragraph is going the round of the general press :-— 

New Zealand papers report a curious Anglo-Jewish matrimonial difficu'ty that bo, 
arisen in that colony.

Every application relative to the admission of a proselyte into the syna- 
gogue made by ‘a member of a congregation in the Australian Colonies js 
referred to the Chief Rabbi. No application such as that referred to in the fore. 
going paragraph has been made to Dr. Adler recently from New Zealand. 

A full statement of the Proselyte Question in England was made by the 
Chief Rabbi in the course of his Inaugural Address as President of the Jewish 
Historical Society at the end of 1896, and published in the Jewisn Crrontcr 
of December 20, 1896. We reproduce-the passages referred to :— 

I may be permitted to advert to one circumstance in connection herewith. 
though it is more concerned with practical life than ancient history. You may 
perhaps, have heard that, from the time of our return to this realm, for a period 
ot ve ars. nO prosely tes were received into the synagogue, This abstentio 
was due to the belief thata promise to this etfect had been given to the Lord 
Protector. It was probably for this reason that. when Lord George Gordon 
asked the then Chief Rabbi, my Great-grand-uncle Rabbi David Schiff, to |, 
converted to Judaism. his appli ation Wiis refused, My father assured Ine hat 
he had seen the letter in which this application was made. And Lord G: 
was received tnto the covenant in Birmingbam, without the sanction oj LG 
Ecclesiastical Authorities. And whenever requests for admission into the syna 
vyoyue were made, the candidates were compelled to imcur the considerab), 
expense and great inconventlence of proceeding to Holland or Germany. [Indeed 
as recently as 1876, the late Haham, Dr. Artom, states in his volume of Sermons 
that. ia consequence of the promise made to the Lord Protector, “ No hristia 
has ever been converted to Judaism here. That was, and is still, the rule of th 
Chief Rabbi in England.” Some time, however, before the publication of tha 
volume, [ had inquired into the origin of this practice, and had come to the con. 
clusion that no valid foundation whatever existed for this abstention. Menasseh 
ben Israel, in his’*Humble Address,” had indeed stated that the Jews did no! 
entice any man to profess their Law, but he adds forthwith, “ they do not reje 
him altogether. if any man of his own free will come to them,” Since 1s75 
the refore, no Impediments are plas el in the way of proselyte Ss who present the m 
selves of their own free will, beyond the safeguards provided by Jewish Law an 
specified in Menasseli’s Address, I have thought it right to mention this, for 
only a few months ago « member of a Colonial congregation protested sgams 
the rece ption of an\ prosel\ tes as constituting av iolation ofa sols mn ple 
fact which, [am certain, must be regarded as apocryphal.

“HEBRON,” 


A meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society was held on Sunday evening 
last, when Mr. Iskaku AbratiaMs, M.A. reada paper on “ Hebron.’ Mr. Josern 
JACOBS presided, 


_ The lecturer opened with a statement of the features which render Hebron 
of exceptional interest in the history of Judwa. and he traced the part played 
there by the Patriarchs and by King David. He also entered into the many 
Jewish and Islamic legends associated with the district, and explained the 
various routes which passed through the city. A vivid account of the present- 
day Hebron occupied the bulk of the lecture. Mr. Abrahams pointed out the 
excellent work done for the Mosque over Machpelah by the pupils of the 
lechnical School in Jerusalem. the machinery used being provided by the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. The picture drawn of affairs in Hebron was a dark 
one, and the lecturer declared that help was urgently needed to raise the material 
and educational condition of the Jews resident there.

THE HASSIDIM AND THE REFORMERS. 


On Saturday afternoon last. the Rev. Dr. Gaster brought the series of 
lectures on “Jewish Sects,’ which he has been delivering at the Lauderdale 
Road Synagogue, to a close. The subject of the concluding lecture was the 
Hassidim, supplemented by a reference to the Reformers of modern Judaism. 

The sects of which the lecturer had hitherto treated were either of extreme 
antiquity or were on the verge of extinction. But the Hassidim were of recent 
origin and still growing. It was, therefore, not so easy to gauge the effect 
which they had exercised'upon the main body of Jews. Looked at froma psycho- 
logical pomt of view, Hassidism presented a striking resemblance to mystical 
movements in other religions—notably Buddhism. The parallelism may not be 
‘due to any direct borrowing of ideas from other religions, but to a similarity of 
the circumstances in which mystical speculation takes its rise among all peoples 


Origin of the Hassidim. 


Since the period of the Crusades, Jews had settled in vast numbers in the 
incient kingdom of Poland. Preserving the use of the German language in 
their new home, and devoting themselves exclusively to the study of the Talmud, 
ihe mental activity of the Polish Jews came in the course of time to cut itself 
off from connection with European literature. The Talmud came to be studied 
£8 mere casuistry—a mental exercise in abstract logic. These mental gymnastics 
left the heart barren, and failed to satisfy its craving for a more spiritual life. 
The Jewish «pirit found refuge in mysticism. The mystic movement had heen 
led in the 17th century by Judah Hassid. He used to travel about preaching 
repentance, exhorting people to asceticism, and intlaming their imagination by 
promises of Messianic salvation. Hassid and his followers might be regarded— 
o8 against the view of others who have treated the same subject—as the true 
forerunners of the Hassidim. Most of the followers of Judah Hassid came from 
Poland, the country whence the false Messiah, Sabbatai Zevi, and hkewise 
rank, recruited their adherents. Thus a spirit of religious ferment had been 
wroused amongst the Polixh masses, who were unable to follow and appreciate 
the niceties of Talmudical dialectics. Other events, also, combined to prepare a 
fertile soil for the new worship, the actual founder of which was a certain Israel 
Maal Shem Tob. otherwise known as the Besht. 3 


The Baal Shem and his Teaching. 


lle was born about the end of the Lith century im Bukovina, ii Moldavia— 
the home of Frank and his followers. Legends about his birth remind one 
ibly of those rel a of Buddha Ilia ecdue won Wis not that of ordinary 


Rabbi or scholar. He grew up in an atmosphere impregnated with mystical 


speculations, yearnitys and Messianic hope and at the same. Lime, he 
‘must have ae quired some rudiments ot Cabbalistic KNOW ledge Left ati orphan 
tan early age, he grew up in the Carpathian mountains, leading a solitary life 
devoted to meditation and prayer, In prayer he poured out his whole soul 
Praying with frenzied devotion, he fell into mystical trancesin Which he believed 
that the Divine mysteries were revealed to him and that he bad found the only 
way in which mankind could commune with God. The Baal Shem recommended 
ua the rule of life introspection, fervent prayer. a joyful countenance, and a 
cheerful disposition. The whole world, according to his teaching, was a con- 
tinnous, perfect manifestation of Grods goodness, God manifests Himself in 
every thingy We can ntify oursely: with this pert ct manifestation of (riod 
in life if we leave the self behind. Bat no prayer can take us out of ourselves 
which is not uttered with fiery enthusiasm and complete self-forgetfulness. The 
three cardinal points in his teaching were humility, cheerfulness and enthusiasm. 
As applied to prayer, such prineiples remind us again of the teaching of Buddha. 
Meditation in solitude, sympathy with other creatures, and the desire of being 
ubsorbed in the Divine Unity. of Love present coincidences between the two 
religious movements which it is ditheult to account for unless we suppose that 
the Baal Shem came in coutact with Buddhism in some form. Remnants of 
Buddhist sects would appear to have settled in the Bukovina about fifty years 
before the Baal Shem’'s birth, corresponding to sects known in England as 
Jumpers or Shakers, 


Opposition to Talmudical Judaism. 


All such sects resemble each other nh their form of worship, whi h consists 
n the promotion of religious enthusiasm by violent bodily movements, The 
Baal Shem taught “spiritual” Judaism with a vengeance. His teaching and 
yractice Were eV idently directed against meh who had devoted their lives to the 
study of the Law, and for whom tle simple repetition of prayer sufticed for the 
‘ulfilment of their religious duties. As ‘ ording to the new teaching prayer was 
Ot to be recited at the originally prescribed time. It was to be accompanied by 
zesticulations, clapping of hands, singing of hymns, and other performances. 
The Talmud, the Rabbis. the entire Halachic literature, and its representatives 
were ridiculed. At length there was an openly declared schism, but this did not 
weak out until after the death of the Baal Shem in 17. The only writing he 
eft behind bim was a letter to his son-in-law. in which he inveighs against 
asceticism as being contrary to the principle of God's manifestation in man. The 
world is beautiful, even in evil there are beautiful features in which God mani- 
fests himself: a cheerful countenance and the worship of the beautiful are 
therefore essential toman. The Baal Shem is said to have possessed a know- 
ledge of the mystical name of God, by which he performed the miracles with 
which he is-credited. For the rigorous legalism and scrupulous fulfilment of 
precepts of the followers of the Talmud he substituted the mystical principle of 
abstract faith in prayer. The Hassidim disavowed the Judaic principle that 
faith without action is like a soul without the body. No doubt they were rein- 
forced by Frankists, who availed themselves of the new dispensation as a means 
of expressing their hatred of the Rabbis. 


Two New Leaders. 


The movement gained strength from the accession of two important leaders, 
One of them, Beer Mizricz, was an eminent scholar who, by his reputation for 
learning, removed from the sect the stigma of illiteracy. He joined it a few 
years before the Baal Shem’s death, and contrived, by his cleverness, to oust the 
latter's descendants from the succession to the leadership. He was at the head of 
the movement for thirteen years, dying in the same year in which it was excom- 
municated by the Wilna Gaon. Beer introduced a new element into Hassidism. 
Taking bis stand on the verse : “ The pious one is the foundation of the world,” 
he declared the existence of saints to be indispensable to the maintenance of the 
world. At the same time, he gave a further development to the idea of the 
Baal Shem that, if man gives himself up to the cheerful, loving meditation on 
(iod, he can reach a point at which he will be absorbed into the Divinity, and 
become a mundane representative of God. In fact, Beer introduced into Judaism 
the principle of a man-God and the incarnation The Zaddik, who “is the 
foundation of the world,” is not chosen for his learning, but for some innate 
mystical virtues of a hereditary character, so that his infant child participates in 
his supernatural virtues. This reminds us of Buddhism with its successive 
incarnations of the Buddha. The conception is, of course, quite opposed to the 
teaching of Judaism, which acknowledges no such inherited supremacy, and 


considers the assumption of an intermediary between God and man. and 
the identification of the human and the divine as blasphemous. Be, 
styled himself * the Zaddik,” assumed to be endowed with supernatural knoyw. 
ledge and power, and —_ to hold the keys of heaven. One of his follower 
observed of him: “I do not go to the Zaddik to study the Law, he is th. 
embodiment of the Law; the way in which he buckles his shoe is, to me, fy) 
of deep significance.” Pilgimages to the Zaddik became a regular institutio, 
To see him and learn from his doings, when he was not withdrawn from pubjj, 
gaze, became an object of desire to thousands upon thousands. Among them. 
selves, the Hassidism abolished all distinctive titles, they treated one anothe, 
with fraternal familiarly, and showed no respect whatever to those held in esteen, 
by the rest of the community. Their contempt for recognised authority 
extended to all learning, and included even the Talmud and the Bible. They 
scorned the idea of sacrifice and severity in the performance of religion, for 
which they substituted irreverence, 


Salman of Liadi. 


The name of the other leader, who arose after Beer's death, was Salman of 
Liadi. He was aprofound scholar, his career was a chequered one, and he becam: 
a martyr tothe cause. In order to make a difference between his sect and the res; 
of the Jews more pronounced, he introduced a liturgy of his owe, based on the 
Spanish ritual as arranged by Lurya and Vital. This widened the breach stil) 
more between them and their opponents, who, from that time, called themselves 
“Mithnagdim.” Salman also recast the Shulchan Aruch. He was denounced to 
the Emperor of Russia as a rebel, and sent in chains to St. Petersburg. He was 
set free, imprisoned again and escaped again. He founded the Hassidic sec: 
known as ° Habad.” This word is not to be taken—as has hitherto been assumed 
—as made up of the words, “ Hochma, Bina, Daat,”’ but as having reference ty 
an alteration he introduced into the wording of the Amidah. Salman modified. 
to some extent, the complete aversion to learning exhibited by the Hassidim 
Hassidism has undoubtedly exerted a rousing effect upon Judaism. It has 
poured a new life into the old forms of precepts, doctrines and customs of the 
Jews. The unilateral form of education has been abandoned, the presence of 
Giod in human life has been brought home by it to thousands. 


Modern Reform. 


Another protest against the Talmud and Halacha, which is also diametrically 
opposed to the mystical movement of the Hassidim, is the Rationalistic move. 
ment which started in Germany at the end of the last century. While the 
Hassidim rather protested against the casnistical study of the Talmud, moderp 
Reform wished to abolish the Talmud altogether, to break the continuity of the 
law. and to curtail worship. It favoured a spiritual Judaism, but one devoid 
of any new element of enthusiasm and devotion, For the Hassid history and 
historical development, of course have no meaning But the Reformer, in his 
attempt to’ re-model Jewish life, casts away historical tradition, substitutes the 
arbitrary judgment of the individual for the wisdom of the ages. In our Jewish 
religious life, as revealed by the history of its development, the individual, as 
such, counts for nothing. Everything 1s done for the race, for the whole 
commonwealth: individual opinion in religious matters 1s limited to the individual 
person. No religious principle can be decided by vote. In the non-recognition 
of this fact, and in the ignorance and neglect of the historical development of 
our religious life, lies the fatal mistake committed by Reformers. To change 
the ritual and deny tradition are not the best methods of vivifying Judaism 
Reformers, however, have gone to the extreme. They have cut themselves 
adrift. from true Judaism, which, while it may have suffered somewhat from 
one-sidedness, bas nevertheless retained its vitality unimpaired. Starting 
with a change of language, Reform has broken away from everything that 
appeared to it to be the result of latter-day additions to the old Biblical laws. 
Jacobson and others who started the movement were men of Talmudical 
learning, but once it was decided that there was no authority in tradition 
every mediocrity considered himself capable of deciding religious matters 
not merely for himself but for all Jewry. The kccturer wou!d not deny 
that many a man had joined the Reform movement animated by pure and 
lofty motives, but their knowledge was not equal to their intentions, so that 
their achievements fell far below their ideals. The individual human attempt 
contained within itself the germ of its own decay. Hence the same failure that 
overtook Anan’s Karaite Reform has followed—only much more swiftly—on 
the modern attempt to cut down .udaism to its roots, pretending that the 
invisible portion underground represents the whole of Judaism. This concep- 
tion has avenged itself bitterly on its followers. Throughout the world, the 
mark of Jewish Reform is sterility. Bat, like the Hassidic movement, it has 
exerted a good effect upon traditional Judaism in compelling attention to the 
grand ethical side of Judaism and the historical background of Jewish develop 
ments. Traditional Judaism alone has resisted the inroads of time and the 
insidious attacks of enemies within and without.

OFFICIAL NOTICE FROM THE CHIEF RABBI. 
The following instructions for the Eve of Passover, 5659, have been issued 
by the Chief Rabbi :— :

LONDON, NISAN, 5659, 


1, on Thursday, 3°. 

2, YOR AP 3 on Thursday evening. 

3, POR MS on Friday Morning, at Half-Past Ten. 

1. Such Leavened Food as is required for the meals of Friday and Sabbath 
Morning may be retained in the house. 

». Morning Service on Sabbath to commence at Half-Past Six. 

6. POR may be eaten till a Quarter-Past Nine on Sabbath Morning. 

7: “On S333: at Half-Past Ten on Sabbath Morning 


O°N33 Msvn.—In consequence of the 14th of Nisan being on a Sabbath, the 
“ Fast of the Firstborn” will be next Thursday, the 2rd inst. The usual 
will take place at the Beth Hamedrash on that day at 739 a.m., precisely. 


FROM AN ORTHODON CORRESPONDEN 


|. Bedeekas Chometz, the searching for leaven, takes place on the night 
before the 14th Nisan, that is to say on Thursday night. in the same manner as 
on the evening of the 14th Nisan on ordinary occasions. The Berochah is said 
before “searching,” and Kol Chamero after it, as usual. 

2. The firstborn (Bechorim), or their fathers during the religious minority 
of the firstborn, fast on Thursday the 12th Nisan. If they feel unable, through 
fasting, to perform the Bedeekas Chometz without previously eating, they are 
allowed first to partake of some food, otherwise they may depute others to search 
for Chometz on their behalf. 

4. The burning of the Chometz takes place on Friday, the Lith of Nisan 
at 10.30 a.m., but Kol Chamero is not then said 

4. On the same day, Friday, 13th Nisan, the Chometz must be sold, but so 
much as is required for the meals of Friday, Friday night, and Shobbos morning 
may be kept. (Compare § 6). 

5. On the morning of Shobbos Erev Pesach serviceis held in the synagogue 
as early as possible (about 6°30 a.m.), and the service must not be unduly 
prolonged. 

6. On Shobbos Erev Pesach Chometz must not be eaten later thari the 

usual time for ordinary years, viz., 9.15 a.m. 
7. After this time the Chometz vessels are to be rinsed, but only in such 
manner as would be allowed on a usual Sabbath. and removed to the place where 
the other Pesach vessels are kept. All the remaining Chometz must then be 
removed from the house, possession, and property. 

8 At 1030 a:m. the Kol Chamero is said. as is usually done at the 
moment Chometz is burnt. 

4 For this Sabbath only such Chometz food may be cooked as does not 
adhere too much to the vessels, because in such case the vessels would not be 
allowed to be cleansed on Sabbath (compare § 7). 

10. The third Sabbath meal (Seudah Schelischis) ought to take place in 
the afternoon as on every ordinary Sabbath. On Sabbath Erev Pesach Chometz 
cannot be taken for this meal in the afternoon, but Matzo is likewise forbidden 
on Erev Pesach, therefore this meal may only consist of meat, fish, fruit, ete. if 
however, the service in the synagogue takes place so early that after its con- 
clusion sufficient time remains to eat two more Chometz meals, this should also 
be done, because, according to some authorities, the duty of the Seudah 
Shelischis is fulfilled thereby. The opinions of the authorities differ on the 
point whether food cooked with Matzos may be eaten on Erev Pesach or not. 
In these countries it is customary to eat such food. Compare Shulehan 
Aruch, Orach Chayim, Ch. 472, § 3. a Abraham. § *. . 

11. All the preparations for the Seder evening must be made after the con- 
clusion of Sabbath; since it is not allowed to do on Sabbath anything 1n 
preparation for another day, even if such things would be allowed to be done 
for the Sabbath itself. Charoses, eggs, \c. must be prepared before 
Shobbos. 

12. Every head of a household is obliged to tell the lady of the house béfore 
Sabbath to take cholah from the Sabbath loaves. because it could not be 
done after Shobbos, as might be done ordinarily = i 

13. On the first Seder night this year we must read in the Hagadah 7% 


Practical Advice for Brev Pesach on Shobbos. 


On the previous Friday before the Sabbath cooking begins, the kitchen must 
be put into exactly the same condition in which in ordinary years it must be 
on oes Pesach at the time when Chometz is quite forbidden. The oven must 
either be heated red-hot or newly lined with metal plates. the vessels ’ Koshered, 
new vessels * Tauveled,” kitchen and cupboards carefully cleaned. No Chometz 
vessel, nor, of course,any Chometz may any more be found in the kitchen. T he 
cooking for Sabbath must be carried on as if it were already I esach. We have 
the custom not to cook any food made with Matzoth for the Sabbath. Before 
Sabbath begins all the Chometz vessels except those required for use on this 
Sabbath are locked away. The latter are kept outside the kite hen with the 
Sabbath loaves in a special place. All Chometz not required for the meals must 
be cleared out of the house or possession according to the law. = aaa 
Whilst in the kitchen everything is prepared as for Pesach, no wees be i 
is required for use on Pesach may be put on the Sabbath supper or she aa 
tables, on which are the Sabbath loaves or any Chometd. The table is la i wit 

hometz vessels. If, therefore, in the kitchen the dishes are emptied into anew 
vessel or a Yomtov vessel and taken on to the diming-room — we 
vessels may not be used for Yomtov. It 1s advisable to buy cheap

new vessels to serve up the food on this Sabbath, and these may 
be kept for chometz use after the festival. A very small number of 
vessels would be required in most houses for this purpose, but those who do not 
care to go even to this small expense may manage in the following way with great 
care and attention. The food, which was cooked in a Yomtov vessel, ¢.7., soup 
or coffee, is first emptied into a cold Yomtov vessel, and out of this it s poured 
into the vessel which is to be put on the table. If great care is taken, the liquids 
may also be emptied from the Yomtov into the Chometz vessels with a Yomtov 


spoon. It is forbidden to empty the soup direct from the vessel in which it 
was cooked into the Chometz one. 


_ Solid food, such as meat and fish, may be taken with Yomtov spoons and 
knives out of the pot and pan and placed carefully on the clean Chometz dish. 

After use, the Chometz vessels must be cleaned and rinsed, if possible by a 
uon-Jew, and locked up with the other Chometz vessels. The tablecloth must 
“1 carefully shaken in order to remove the Chometz, and be locked away 
ikewise. 

Whatever remains of the Chometz must be given to a non-Jew who is nota 
member of the household. One hour after the limit of time for eating Chometz, 
all that which was left must have been removed, also all breadcrum!«. &c. The 
Chometz vessels also must by this time have been locked away. Kol Chamero

A CHAT WITH AN OLD SOLDIER. 


A+ Ten Acres. within easy hail of Birmingham, there lives one of England's 
heroes, who, alas, is destined to eke out an existence by the aid of his munificent 
pension of fourpence a day ;
